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RULES  and  ORDERS, 


Of  the  H  O  S  P I T  A  L  S  for  the 


Small-Pox  and  Inoculation. 


I.  H  A  T  the  Affairs  of  this  Society  be 

conduced  and  managed  by  a  Prefi* 
dent,  four  Vice-Prefidents,  a  Trea- 
furer,  and  all  the  Governors  ;  together  with  fuch 
Officers  and  Servants  as  may  from  time  to  time 
be  thought  neceffary. 

II.  That  all  Perfons  who  pay  Five  Guineas 
yearly  to  the  Support  of  this  Charity,  be  Gover¬ 
nors  fo  long  as  they  continue  fuch  Contribution  ; 
and  all  who  beftow  Benefadrions  of  Thirty  Gui¬ 
neas  or  upwards,  at  one  time,  be  Governors  for 
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Life  j  with  fuch  others  as  fhall  be  elected  from 
time  to  time  at  a  General  Court. 

III.  That  a  General  Court  (to  which  every  Go¬ 
vernor  fhall  be  fummoned,  and  have  a  Vote)  be 
held  Half-yearly,  (to  wit)  one  between  Lady-Day 
and  Midfummer ,  and  the  other  between  Michael¬ 
mas  and  Chriftmas ,  at  Eleven  of  the  Clock  in  the 
Forenoon  ;  to  take  the  Reports  of  the  Committees, 
and  tranfad  fuch  other  Bufmefs  as  may  be  laid  be¬ 
fore  the  Court ;  and  that  every  General  Court 
confift  of  Thirteen  Governors  at  leaft. 

IV.  That  a  Houfe-Committee  be  appointed  at 
every  Half-yearly  General- Court,  confifting  of 
Thirteen  Governors  ;  who  at  their  firft  Meeting 
fhall  choofe  from  among  themfelves,  a  Chairman 
for  the  enfuing  Half-year  ;  and  that  every  other 
Governor  who  attends  that  Committee,  tho*  not 
of  the  Number  chofen,  fhall  be  efteemed  a  Mem¬ 
ber  of  the  fame  •,  and  in  cafe  of  an  Equality  of 
Voices,  the  Chairman  fhall  have  a  calling  Vote. 
If  the  Chairman,  chofen  for  the  Half-year,  is 
not  prefen t,  the  Governors  who  make  the  Com¬ 
mittee  may  appoint  another  Governor,  of  thofe 
who  are  prefent  to  take  the  Chair  during  his  Ab- 
fence,  who  fhall  ad  in  his  Head ;  and  it  fhall  be 
deemed  a  juft  Committee,  if  held  at  the  Place 
and  Time  appointed,  provided  three  Governors 
are  prefent ;  and  fhall  proceed  to  do  Bufmefs  ac¬ 
cordingly.  The  Houfe-Committee  fhall  have 
Power  to  contrad  for,  order,  and  examine  the 
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Diet  and  Provifions,  and  all  Goods  lent  in  by 
thefeveral  Tradefmen  for  the  Ufe  of  the  Charity, 
and  fee  that  they  are  bought  at  a  fair  Price,  and 
good  of  their  Kind *  to  order  any  Conveniences 
that  may  from  time  to  time  be  wanting  *  to  exa¬ 
mine  into  the  Conduct  of  the  Officers,  Servants, 
and  Patients *  to  have  Power  to  fufpend  or  dis¬ 
charge  any  of  the  faid  Officers  or  Servants  for 
Mifbehaviour  or  NegleCt  of  Duty  ;  and  to  appoint 
others  to  officiate  in  his,  her,  or  their  Room,  un¬ 
til  the  Senfe  of  a  General-Court  be  farther  known* 
to  infpeCt  the  Hofpital  Accounts  *,  to  order  Pay¬ 
ment  of  the  Bills,  after  they  have  been  examined, 
and  allowed  to  be  fair  and  juft,  by  a  Committee 
of  Accounts  *  and  to  make  fuch  Rules  as  regard 
their  own  Meetings  and  Conduct,  provided  they 
be  not  contradi&ory  to  any  Rule  or  Order  of  a 
General-Court :  That  this  Committee  meet  the 
firffc  Yhurfday  in  the  Month,  in  the  General  Hofpi- 
tal ,  in  Cold-Bath-Fields ,  at  Eleven  o’Clock  in 
the  Forenoon,  and  on  the  other  ! Thurfdays  at 
Child's  Coffee-Houfe ,  in  St.  Paul's  Church-Yard, , 
at  Five  in  the  Afternoon  ;  or  at  any  other  Hour 
or  Place,  which  the  faid  Committe  ffiall  find  con¬ 
venient  for  the  Bufinefs  of  the  Charity,  or  fhall 
adjourn  to  *  And  that  the  Committee  at  their  lafl 
Meeting,  before  the  half-yearly  General  Court,  do 
confider  of  proper  Perfons  to  be  propofed  to  the 
Court  for  its  Approbation  as  a  Houfe-Committee, 
for  the  next  Half-year,  which,  with  fuch  othsr 
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Matters,  as  have  been  tranfafbed  during  the  faid 
Half-year,  fhall  be  reported  in  Writing,  and  laid 
before  the  faid  General-Court ;  and  likewife  pro¬ 
per  Perfons  fhall  be  propofed  at  the  fame  Time 
for  the  Committee  of  Accounts,  having  been  firfl 
named  in  the  Houfe-Committee.  And  that  this 
Committee  of  Accounts,  (which  fhall  meet  Quar¬ 
terly  at  a  fit  Time  and  Place)  confifl:  of  Seven  Go¬ 
vernors  *,  two  of  which  being  prefen  t»  fhall  pro¬ 
ceed  to  Bufinels  of  examining  the  Tradefmens  Bills 
for  the  preceding  Quarter,  and  comparing  them 
with  the  Books  ordered  to  be  kept  at  the  Hofpi- 
tals  ;  and  if  found  true,  they  fhall  order  them  to 
be  laid  before  the  Houfe-Committee,  who  fhall 
direct  them  to  be  paid. 

V.  That  the  Prefident,  and  in  his  Abfence  any 
of  the  Vice-Preficknts,  or  the  Treafurer,  fhall 
have  Power  to  call  a  General-Court,  at  any  other 
Time  than  the  ordinary  General -  Courts  are  pre¬ 
ferred  ;  one  Week's  Notice  being  given  to  each 
Governor,  and  an  Advertifement  publifhed  in 
fome  of  the  Daily-Papers-,  and  if  the  Houfe- 
Committee  or  Thirteen  Governors  by  a  Writing 
under  their  Hands  defire  a  General-Court,  the 
Prefident,  or  Vice -Prefidents,  or  in  their  Abfence, 
the  Treafurer,  fhall  call  one  in  like  Manner  :  And 
that  the  particular  Bufinels,  for  which  any  extra¬ 
ordinary  Court  is  called,  be  expreffed  in  the  Sum¬ 
mons,  and  firll  entered  upon  and  determined  be¬ 
fore  any  thing  elfe  is  propofed. 
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VI.  That  at  a  General -Court,  in  the  Abfence 
of  the  Prefident,  and  Vice-Prefidents,  the  Trea- 
furer  fhall  take  the  Chair  ;  and  in  his  Abfence, 
the  Chairman  of  the  Houfe  Committee  ;  and  if 
he  be  abfent,  fome  other  Perfon  fhall  be  appoint¬ 
ed  Chairman,  by  the  Governors  prefent :  That 
the  Chairman  of  this  Court,  or  any  Committee 
fhall  not  refufe  to  propofe  any  Queflion,  or  have 
Power  to  adjourn  or  diifolve  the  Court  or  Com¬ 
mittee,  without  the  Confent  of  a  Majority  of  the 
Governors  prefent,  until  the  Bufinefs  be  wholly 
finifhed  ;  and  in  cafe  of  his  Refufal  to  propofe 
the  Queflion,  or  attempt  to  adjourn  or  diifolve 
the  Court  or  Committee,  the  Majority  of  the 
Governors  prefent  may  appoint  fome  other  Go¬ 
vernor  to  a£l  as  Chairman,  as  if  fuch  Chairman 
was  abfent. 

VII.  That  every  Perfon  fpeaking  at  a  Gene¬ 
ral-Court  or  Committee,  fhall  addrefs  himfelf  to 
the  Chair ;  and  no  Perfon  to  be  allowed  to  fpeak 
more  than  Twice  on  any  one  Subject  without 
Leave;  and  if  two  offer  to  fpeak  at  the  fame 
Time,  the  Chairman  fhall  diredl  which  of  them 
fhall  proceed  ;  and  if  a  Difpute  arife  on  any 
Queflion,  fuch  Queflion  fhall  be  fairly  flared  by 
the  Chairman,  and  determined  by  the  holding  up 
of  Hands,  or  dividing,  as  the  Chairman  fhall 
direCt ;  but  if  a  Ballot  fhall  be  demanded,  before 
they  fhall  divide,  by  five  Members,  the  fame 
fhall  be  entered  on  immediately,  and  determined 
by  one  general  Ballot ;  and  in  cafe  of  an  Equality 
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of  Votes,  the  Chairman  fhall  have  a  calling  Vote. 

VIII.  That  at  the  General-Court,  held  between 
Lady -Day  and  Midfummer ,  the  Prefident,  Vice- 
Prefidents,  and  Treafurer,  be  chofen  out  of  all 
the  Governors  ;  as  alfo  the  feveral  Officers  of  this 
Charity  *,  who  fhall  hold  their  refpeftive  Offices 
for  one  Year  ;  except  the  Chairman  of  the  Houfe- 
Committee,  who  is  chofen  Half-yearly. 

IX.  That  the  Minutes  of  the  Proceedings  of 
every  General -Court  and  Committee  be  read  over 
before  fuch  Court  or  Committee  be  difiblved  or 
adjourned,  and  figned  by  the  Chairman ;  which 
fhall  be  firlt  read  at  the  next  Meeting,  and  if  ap¬ 
proved  of,  confirmed,  before  any  other  Bufinefs 
is  entered  upon. 

X.  That  there  be  a  Phyfician  and  two  Apothe¬ 
caries,  one  of  which  Apothecaries  fhall  dwell  in 
the  General-Hofpital,  and  the  other  in  the  Houfe 
of  Preparation;  and  in  cafe  of  a  Vacancy  by  the 
Death,  Refignation,  or  Difmiffion  of  the  prefent 
or  any  future  Phyfician,  or  either  of  the  Apothe¬ 
caries,  fuch  Vacancy  be  filled  up  by  a  General- 
Court  *,  and  in  cafe  of  the  Refignation  of  any  of 
thefe  Perfons,  he  fhall  give  one  Month’s  Notice 
thereof  to  the  Houfe- Committee. 

XI.  That  there  be  an  Annual  Meeting  of 
the  Governors  and  Subfcribers  between  Lady - 
Day  and  Midfummer ,  on  a  Day  to  be  appoint¬ 
ed  by  the  Prefident,  or  in  his  Abfence,  by 
the  Vice-Prefidents,  or  in  their  Abfence,  by 
the  Treafurer,  for  an  Anniverfary  Feaft;  when 
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a  printed  Report  of  the  State  of  the  Hofpitals,  of 
the  Number  of  Patients  received  and  difcharged 
in  the  preceding  year,  and  an  Abltrad  of  the 
Accounts  of  the  Hofpitals  to  the  24th  of  March 
in  every  Year,  lhall  be  laid  before  them,  at  which 
time  no  other  Bufinefs  (hall  be  tranfa&ed. 

XII.  That  no  Governor  fhall  be  prefent  while 
any  Demand  or  Claim  of  his,  is  under  Confi- 
deration. 

XIII.  That  all  Ladies  who  are  or  fhall  be  Go¬ 
vernors  of  thefe  Hofpitals,  may  fend  their 
Proxy  in  Writing,  to  any  Governor  to  vote  for 
them  at  any  General  Eleclion. 

XIV.  That  all  Annual  Contributions  paid  in 
any  part  of  a  Quarter  be  reckoned  to  commence 
the  enfuing  Quarter-Day. 

XV.  That  proper  Tables  of  the  Rules  and 
Orders,  which  relate  to  the  Condudl  of  the  Of¬ 
ficers,  Servants,  and  Patients,  be  hung  up  in  fit 
Places  in  each  Ploufe,  as  the  Houfe-Committee 
from  time  to  time  lhall  think  proper. 


Admijfion  of  Patients. 

I.  rr^  HAT  no  Perfon  under  the  Age  of  Seven 
X  Years  be  admitted  a  Patient  of  thefe 
Hofpitals. 

II.  That  all  Perfons  who  apply  to  be  relieved 
by  this  Charity,  lhall  bring  a  Letter  of  Recom- 
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mendation,  ilgned  by  a  Governor  or  Subfcriber ; 
except  at  any  time  any  Perfon  fhall  be  found  to 
be  a  proper  Objeft  of  Diftrefs  by  the  Houfe- 
Co  mm  it  tee. 

III.  That  no  Patient  give  Money  to  any  Perfon 
whatfoever,  upon  pain  of  Expulfion. 

IV.  That  every  Patient  in  the  Natural  Way 
do  depcfite  One  Pound  Two  Shillings  for  the 
Charges  of  Burial,  in  cafe  fuch  Patient  fhall  die 
in  the  Hofpital  but  if  they  fhall  live,  or  be 
buried  by  their  Friends,  then  the  faid  Sum  fhall 
be  returned  without  any  Deduction  whatfoever. 

V.  Any  Perfon  intending  to  fend  a  Patient, 
who  has  the  Diftemper,  into  the  Hofpital,  muft 
fend  previous  Notice  thereof ;  to  prevent  the  Incon- 
veniencies  that  may  arife,  in  cafe  there  fhould  be 
no  Room  to  receive  fuch  Patient  when  brought. 

VI.  That  all  Governors  be  at  liberty  to  re¬ 
commend  Patients  in  the  Natural  Way,  but  not 
to  have  more  in  the  Houfe  than  one  at  a  Time, 
and  one  likewife  entered  upon  the  Books  for  Ino¬ 
culation  ;  who  will  be  admitted  on  the  Day  of 
Reception,  when  it  comes  to  his  or  her  Turn.

. Particular  RULES  to  be  obferved  relating 
to  the  Hospitals,  and  the  Condudl  of  them. 


I.  np  HAT  the  Keys  of  the  PoorVBox  be 
1  kept  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Houfe- 
Committee  and  the  Phyfician,  and  the  Money 

3  found 
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found  therein*  taken  out  once  every  Quarter  or 
©ftener,  in  the  Prefence  of  the  Committee. 

II.  ThatnoPerfon  (Governors  excepted*  or  in 

the  Prefence  of  a  Governor)  be  permitted  to  vifit 
the  Patients  in  the  Houfe  in  the  Natural  Way, 
uniefs  it  be  by  the  Appointment  of  the  Governor 
Recommending,  with  the  Approbation  of  the 
Phyfician.  * 

III.  That  the  Houfe- Committee  fhall  appoint 
the  Number  of  Perfons  to  be  received  at  a  Time 
for  Inoculation,  according  to  the  Order  they 
Hand  entered  on  the  Books,  by  giving  Seven  Days 
Notice  in  the  Public  Advertifer  of  the  Day  fixed 
for  their  Admifiion. 

IV.  That  a  proper  Drefs  be  provided  for  the 
Patients,  and  worn  by  them  while  their  own 
Cloaths  are  carefully  fumigated  and  a'r’d  ;  after 
which  they  are  to  be  delivered  to  them  in  a  Room 
detached  from  the  Hofpital  ;  and  then  they  are 
to  be  immediately  difmifled,  and  not  fuffered  to 
go  back  into  the  Wards. 

V.  That  no  Officer  or  Servant  of  the  Hofpita], 
or  other  Perfon  any  way  belonging  to  it,  pre¬ 
fume  to  take  of  any  Governor,  Tradefman,  Pa¬ 
tient,  Stranger,  or  others,  any  Fee,  Reward,  or 
Gratification  of  any  Kind,  dire&ly  or  indiredlly, 
for  any  Service  done,  or  to  be  done,  on  account 
of  the  Hofpital,  on  pain  of  being  immediately 
difcharged. 

VI.  That  the  Apothecary  and  Matron  of  each 
Houfe  fhall  never  on  any  Occafion  be  both  abfent 
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at  one  and  the  fame  Time,  from  the  Houfe  un¬ 
der  their  Care. 

VII.  That  any  Acquaintance  or  Friend  of  any 
Patient,  who  fhall  prefume  to  give  Money  or  any 
other  Gratuity  to  any  Nurfe  or  Servant,  fhall 
not  be  admitted  to  vifit  the  Hofpitals.

I.  HAT  he  attend  daily  the  General-Hc- 


JL  fpital  •,  and  the  Houfe  of  P?'eparation  as 
often  as  is  necefiary,  to  inoculate  the  Patients,  exa¬ 
mine  them,  give  fuch  Orders,  direct  their  Diet, 
and  prefcribe  fuch  Medicines,  as  he  fhall  think

Secretary  and  Receiver. 

I.  HAT  there  be  a  Secretary,  who  fhall 


JL  be  Receiver,  and  find  two  good  Sure¬ 
ties  to  the  Satisfaction  of  the  Houfe-Committee, 
to  be  bound  with  himfelf  in  the  Penalty  of  Two 
Hundred  Pounds,  for  the  faithful  Difchargc  of 
his  Duty  and  Truft  as  Secretary  and  Receiver. 

II.  That  he  be  prefent  at  all  General-Courts 
and  Committees,  at  the  Hours  appointed. 

III.  That  he  keep  the  Books  and  Accounts  in 
a  methodical  Manner  j  and  do  all  fuch  Bufinefs  as 
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is  requifite  and  commonly  done  by  Secretaries  and 
Receivers  at  other  Hofpitals. 

Apothecaries  in  General . 

I.  ^  HAT  each  find  two  good  Sureties  to 

X  the  Satisfa&ion  of  the  Houfe-Committee, 
to  be  bound  with  himfelf  in  the  Penalty  of  One 
Hundred  Pounds  for  the  faithful  Difcharge  of  his 
Duty  as  Apothecary,  and  alfo  as  Steward  of  the 
Houfe  to  which  he  belongs. 

IF.  That  they  give  their  own  Bonds  refpeffive- 
ly  in  the  Penalty  of  Ten  Pounds,  with  a  Con¬ 
dition  thereunder  written,  for  giving  one  Kalendar 
Month’s  Notice  in  Writing  to  the  Houfe-Com¬ 
mittee,  of  their  Intentions  of  quitting  the  Service 
of  the  Hofpital,  and  in  default  of  fuch  Notice 
to  forfeit  Ten  Pounds,  for  the  Ufe  of  the  Cha¬ 
rity  ;  and  that  fuch  Bonds  be  depofited  in  the 
Hands  of  the  Treafurer  for  the  Time  being. 

III.  That  they  do  not  pradlife  as  Apothecaries 
out  of  the  Hofpitals;  or  attend  any  other  Bufi- 
nefs,  than  that  of  this  Charity. 

IV.  That  they  never  be  abfent  from  their 
Houfes  on  any  Account,  without  leaving  a  Note 
in  the  Difpenfary  where  they  are  to  be  found. 

V.  That  they  examine  all  Provifions  brought 
into  their  own  particular  Houfe  ;  Coals,  Candles, 
Bread,  Beer,  and  other  Neceffaries,  as  to  Quan¬ 
tity  and  Quality  ;  and  deliver  them  to  the  Care 
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of  the  Matrons,  or  according  to  the  Order  of  the 

H  o u  fe  • -  Co  m  m  i  t  tee. 

VI.  That  they  vifit  the  Patients  in  their  feveral 
Wards  every  Morning  before  Eight  ©’Clock, 
that  they  may  be  able  to  inform  the  Phyfician  of 
the  Condition  of  each  Patient,  and  as  often  as  oc*' 
cafion  requires. 

VII.  That  they  take  care  of  the  Utenfils, 
Drugs,  and  Medicines,  of  the  Difpenfary,  and 
fee  that  none  be  wafted,  fpoiled,  or  embezzeled  ; 
and  make  up,  label,  and  deliver  out,  the  Medi¬ 
cines,  according  to  the  Prefcription  of  the  Phy¬ 
fician  *,  punctually,  carefully,  and  faithfully  oM 
ierving  his  Orders.

VIII  That  they  always  attend  the  Phyfician  at 
his  Hours ;  and  be  at  Home  before  Eleven 
q’Clock  at  Night  at  fartheft. 

IX.  That  they  never  lie  out  of  the  Plofpital 
without  fpecial  Leave  of  the  Houfe-Committee  $ 
and  in  fuch  Cafe,  they  refpecftively  appoint  ano¬ 
ther  Apothecary,  who  fhall  be  approved  of  by 
the  Phyfician,  to  officiate  in  his  or  their  Places. 

X.  That  they  lay  before  the  Houfe-Committee 
at  every  Meeting  an  Account  of  what  Things 
are  wanting  in  each  Ploufe  reflectively,  for  their 
Approbation  *,  and  that  they  do  not  give  Direc¬ 
tions  for  any  Goods  or  other  Things  without 
their  Order  \  and  that  they  inform  the  faid  Com- 
rpittee  from  time  to  time  of  any  Mifbehaviour  in 
the  Servants,  and  of  all  Irregularities  in  their  re-? 
fpeftive  Hoyles. 


XI,  Thai 
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XT.  That  they  keep  Accounts  of  all  Goods 
and  Provilions  fent  into  their  Houfes  ;  and  that 
each  Perfon  have  a  proper  and  feparate  Account, 
in  Books  provided  for  that  Purp  fe ;  and  that  they 
daily  enter  the  feveral  Goods  that  are  delivered, 
with  their  Prices ;  fo  that,  at  the  End  of  the 
Quarter,  the  Account  kept  by  them  may  be 
compared  with  the  Bills  delivered  by  the  Tradef- 
men,

Apothecary  of  /^General  Hospital 

in  particular . 

I.  HAT  he  fix  a  Ticket  on  every  Pa- 
X  tient’s  Bed  in  the  Natural  Way,  fpecify- 
ing  their  Names,  Age,  by  whom  recommended, 
and  Times  of  Admifilon,  when  they  were  firft 
feized  with  the  Difeafe,  and  the  Time  of  the 
Eruption  of  the  Puftules. 

II.  That  he  keep  Regifters  of  the  Natural 
and  Inoculated  Patients,  containing  their  Names, 
Times  of  Admifiion,  Places  from  whence  they 
came.  Age,  Bufinefs,  Blue  of  the  Difeaie,  and 
by  whom  recommended.  - 

III.  That  he  give  Receipts  for  the  Depofit- 
Money  of  the  Natural  Patients  \  and  pay  the  fame 
on  their  Difcharge,  or  Burial  at  the  Expence  of 
their  Friends,  to  the  Perfon  who  produces  the  Re¬ 
ceipt  for  fuch  Depofit-Money  ;  but  if  buried  at 
the  Charge  of  the  Charity,  then  he  is  to  pay  the 

fame 
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feme  to  the  Undertaker,  at  the  Time  of*  Burial ; 
and  take  Receipts  for  all  fuch  Payments. 

IV.  That  whenever  a  Patient  fhall  happen  to 
die,  he  do  forthwith  give  Notice  thereof  to  the 
proper  Friends  of  fuch  Patients. 

V.  That  a  Letter  of  Thanks  be  filled  up  by 
him  for  every  Patient  when  difcharged,  to  be  given 
to  the  Governor  who  had  recommended  them  i 
and  alfo  a  Note  for  every  Patient  to  return  Thanks 
in  their  refpedtive  Places  of  Public  Worihip. 

Apothecary  of  the  House  ^/Prepara¬ 
tion  in  particular . 

I.  rjpl  HAT  he  keep  a  diftinfl  Book  for  each 
JL  Sex,  containing  the  Names  of  the  Pa¬ 
tients  and  Places  of  Abode,  Names  of  the  Go¬ 
vernors,  who  recommend.  Dates  of  the  Recom¬ 
mendations,  the  Days  they  came  to  his  Hands, 
and  where  they  are  to  have  Notice  fent  them  of 
the  Days  of  their  Admiffion. 

II.  That  he  give  a  Receipt  or  Acknowledge¬ 
ment  in  Writing  to  every  Governor  for  their  Let¬ 
ter  of  Recommendation  of  every  Perfon  to  be 
inoculated,  as  the  fame  fhall  from  time  to  time 
come  to  his  Hands. 

III.  That  upon  receiving  a  Recommendation 
from  a  Governor,  he  enter  the  fame  in  the  proper 
Book  immediately  •,  provided  that  the  Perfon  re- 

com- 
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commending  has  not  at  that  Time  a  Patient  al¬ 
ready  fet  down  *,  in  which  Cafe  he  muff  write  a 
Letter  to  the  Governor,  letting  him  know  that 
the  former  Perfon  recommended  has  not  been  yet 
admitted,  and  therefore  the  prefent  Recommenda¬ 
tion  cannot  take  place. 

IV.  That  he  give  to  a  lufficient  Number  of 
thofe  who  are  in  Turn,  Seven  Days  Notice,  or 
more  when  necefiary,  of  the  Day  appointed  by 
the  Houfe-Committee  for  their  Admiffion  ;  and 
when  he  finds  that  he  has  not  a  fit  Number  who 
acknowledge  by  Letters,  Poft-paid,  and  promife 
to  attend,  that  he  forthwith  write  to  as  many 
more,  who  are  fufficiently  near  to  attend,  to  fup- 
ply  the  Deficiency,  according  to  the  Order  they 
ftand  on  the  Books. 

V.  That  he  acquaint  each  Governor,  as  well  as 
the  Patients,  when  fuch  Patients  recommended  by 
them  will  be  admitted. 

VI.  That  in  cafe  any  Perfon  fo  recommended, 
having  had  Notice  fent  them  as  above-mentioned, 
(hall  negled  to  attend  in  order  to  be  admitted, 
that  he  do  forthwith  by  Letter  acquaint  the  Go¬ 
vernor  recommending,  of  fuch  Negledt,  and  of 
being  then  at  liberty  to  recommend  the  fame,  or 
any  other  Perfon,  as  fliall  be  thought  fit  by  fuch 
Governor. 

VII.  That  he  take,  in  Truft,  the  Patients 
Money,  upon  their  Admiffion  at  his  Houfe ;  and 

fend 
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fend  It  with  the  Accounts  of  the  fame  to  the 
Apothecary  of  the  GeneraUUofpital ,  upon  the 
Patients  being  removed  thither  ;  where  it  fhall  be 
kept  by  the  faid  Apothecary  till  the  Patients  are 
difcharged. 


Matrons. 

I.  rrn  HAT  they  fee  all  the  Patients  obferve 
A  the  Rules  of  the  Hofpitals ;  the  Nurfes, 
and  other  Servants  do  their  Duty  ;  and  in  cafe  of 
Mifbehaviour  or  Neglect,  they  acquaint  the 
Houfe-Committee  therewith. 

II.  That  they  go  round  their  refpeftive  Houfes 
every  Night,  and  fee  that  the  Patients  go  to  Bed 
in  due  Time,  viz.  from  Michaelmas  to  Lady-Bay , 
at  Nine  o’Clock,  and  from  Lady-Bay  to  Michael¬ 
mas  at  Ten  o’Clock. 

III.  That  they  acquaint  the  Apothecaries  what 
Provifions  are  neceffary  for  their  reipeftive  Houfes; 
and  that  they  weigh,  meafure,  and  examine  all 
Provifions  when  they  come  into  their  refpedlive 
Houfes  ;  fee  that  they  be  good,  fuch  as  charged 
in  the  Bills  fent  therewith,  and  according  to  Or¬ 
der  ;  and  keep  a  daily  Account  of  the  Quantities 
ufed  by  Weight  and  Meafure,  and  fuffer  none  to 
be  wafted  or  carried  out. 

IV.  That  they  take  care  of  all  the  Houfhold 
Goods  and  Furniture  belonging  to  the  refpe&ive 

Houfes 
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Houfes  under  their  Care,  and  be  ready  to  give 
an  Account  thereof  when  required. 

V.  That  they  take  care  of,  and  keep  the  Keys 
of  the  Doors-,  and  that  they  be  always  locked 
from  Michaelmas  to  Lady-Day ,  at  Six  in  the 
Evening,  and  not  opened  before  Eight  in  the 
Morning;  and  locked  from  Lady  Day  to  Michael¬ 
mas ,  at  Nine  in  the  Evening,  and  not  opened  be¬ 
fore  Seven  in  the  Morning,  unlefs  upon  extraor¬ 
dinary  Occafions and  that  they  admit  an  Officer 
or  Servant  redding  in  the  Hofpital,  before  Eleven 
©’Clock  at  Night,  but  not  afterwards. 

VI.  That  they  be  not  abfent  from  their  refpec- 
tive  Houfes,  with  ut  Leave  of  the  Chairman  of 
the  Houfe-Committee,  or  Phyfician, 

VII.  That  they  do  not  receive  any  Patient  in¬ 
to  the  Hofpital  without  an  Order  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee,  or  of  a  Governor  or  Subfcriber. 

V  ilk  That  if  they  know  of  any  of  the  Rules 
of  the  Hofpital  being  tranfgrefled,  they  give  No¬ 
tice  thereof  to  the  Houfe-Committee,  at  their 
next  Meeting.

A  in  the  Natural  Way,  fhe  fhall  fee  them 

properly  put  to  Bed  ;  having  fir  ft  of  all  (in  the 

Prefence  of  thofe  who  bring  them)  taken  away  by 

a  thorough  Search,  all  their  Money,  in  order  to 

prevent  the  Patients  obtaining  Spirituous  Liquors,

of  them  can  do  this  properly,  fhe  fhall  write  the 
Things  therein  herfelf,  and  they  fhall  fignitj  and

HAT  they  diligently  attend  the  Patients ; 


and  keep  their  Beds  in  a  neat  anddefeent 


Manner;  obferve  the  Orders  of  the  Matron, 
Overfeer,  and  their  other  Superiors ;  fee  that  the 
Rules  made  for  the  Patients  be  exa&ly  complied 
with  ;  and  that  they  behave  themfdves  with  Ten- 
dernefs  to  the  Patients,  and  with  Civility  and  Re- 
fpe<5t  to  Strangers. 

II.  That  they  fhall  not  receive  any  Prefent,  Ac¬ 
knowledgement,  or  Gratuity,  either  in  Aioney, 
Treats,  or  any  Thing  whatfoever  from  any  of 
the  Patients  or  their  Friends,  either  during  their 
being  under  the  Care  of  this  Charity  or  after 
their  Difcharge;  nor  from  any  Tradefman,  or 
any  other  Perfon. 

III.  That  they  fhall  not  on  any  Pretence  be  ab¬ 
fent  from  their  refpe&ive  Wards,  but  that  all  Er¬ 
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rands  fhall  be  done  by  fame  proper  Perfons,  by 
Directions  of  the  Matron. 

IV.  That  they  clean  their  Wards  every  Day ;

That  the  Perfons  who  are  entered  upon 
the  Books  for  Inoculation,  and  are  in  Turn  to  be 
admitted,  if  they  do  not  acknowledge  their  Notice, 
which  they  fhali  have  received,  and  promife  to  at¬ 
tend  accordingly,  by  Letter,  Poll-paid,  or  other- 
wife  fignify  a  Certainty  of  their  Attendance,  they

IV.  That  they  do  not  play  at  Dice,  or  any 
other  unlawful  Games. 

V.  That  they  do  not  Swear,  Curfe,  or  give 
any  abufive  Language,  or  behave  themfelves  in¬ 
decently,  on  pain  of  Expul fion. 

VI.  That  they  do  not  lie  out  of  the  Houfeon 
any  Account  whatfoever,  nor  even  go  out  of 
Doors  without  Leave. 

VII.  That  they  do  not  lit  up  after  Nine  in  Win¬ 
ter,  and  Ten  in  Summer  at  fartheft. 

VIII.  That  they  do  not  fend  for,  or  receive  in 
any  Manner  whatfoever,  Proviflons  of  any  Sort; 
Spirituous,  or  any  other  Liquors  ;  nor  give  away 
any  of  the  Houfe-Provifions,  on  pain  of  imme¬ 
diate  Expulfion. 

IX.  That  fuch  Patients  as  are  able,  do  aflift 

the 
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the  Nurfes  in  taking  care  of  the  others ;  and  do 
other  Services  in  the  Houfe,  as  far  as  is  conve¬ 
nient  and  proper. 

X.  That  the  Men  do  not  go  into  the  Womens

XL  That  every  Patient  take  fuch  Medicines  as 
are  prefcribed  by  the  Phyfician,  in  the  Prefence 
of  the  Overfeer ;  and  fubmit  to  the  Operations 
judged  neceffary. 

XIL  That  when  the  Patients  are  cured,  they 
fhall  return  Thanks  to  the  Governor  or  Subfcri^ 
ber,  who  recommended  them  $  as  alfo  in  their 
refpeftive  Places  of  Public  Worlhip.
